A hill regulating the hours of labor 


in manufacturing or mechanical estab- 
lishments will go into effect on the 
first day of January of the new year, 
1910.

"prevenlorhims" and sanitariums for the prevention and cure of this dis- 
ease is really astonishing, while the results arc in every way gratifying. 
Although great progress has been made within the last five or six years in 
the line of prevention and cure, still a great deal remains to be accom- 
plished. 
This fact will appear the more alarming' when it is known that 


there are still thirty cases of consumption in the country for every hospital 
bed provided. 


What, is needed is the aid of some, multi-millionaire who is willing to 


devote a large portion of his wealth to Ihc fight against this disease. The 
incipient cases can be cured by proper treatment, and for that reason they 
receive more attention than the incurable.

The movement to prevent Syrians from becoming citizens of this coun- 


try is one that if successful may work great injustice to many other races, 
hailing from Asia, such for example as Armenians, Asiatic Jews, Persians, 
Arabians, or in short all white natives of Asia who are 
not 
of 
direct 


European or American descent. 
Thousands of these nationalities have 


already become citizens, and any decision barring others on an equal foot- 
ing from admission as citizens 
might 
also 
have 
the 
effect 
of dis- 


franchising them. 


The Armenians have brought a test, ease which is being tried before the 


United States circuit, court in Boston, and upon 
the 
outcome 
depends 


whether all these Asiatic nationalities, as well as the Chinese and Japanese, 
"will be denied the privileges of citizenship. 
Already the Armenians have 


taken tin; matter np and are. making strong protests, as we believe they have 
a. right to do, in the face of such a narrow interpretation of the law.

siderable amount has been subscribed to push the case in court to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. 


All this has been started by the department of labor and commerce at

WASHINGTON. 
Nov. 27.— With 


more than 600,000 agricultural and in- 
dustrial workers, including men, wom- 
en and. children in Port Rico described 
as being in an economical and socially 
deplorable condition,.representatives of 
organized labor in that island today 
appealed to President 
Taft 
for 
the 


amelioration of the condition of the la- 
fc'oring people there. 


Headed by Santiago Iglesias, a dele- 


gate from the free federation of work- 
ingmen'of Porto Rico, a committee rep- 
resenting that organization called upon 
President Taft at the White House and 
laid before him a voluminous petition 
setting forth the alleged conditions. A 
somewhat similar representation was 
made by a delegation from Porto Rico 
to President Roosevelt about two years 
ago, 
when, it is set forth, Mr. Roose- 


velt promised to do what he could to 


cause a change for the better. No im- 
provement has. been brought about, it 
is declared. 
The petitioners seek an 


increase in the wage scale, relief from 
the "mercilessness" 
of 
the so-called 


sugar trust, increased educational fa- 
cilities for the children of the working- 
men. Inspection of factories and work-, 
shops, the abolition of convict labor, 
prohibition of the employment of chil- 
dren under 14 years of age in factories, 
the application of the eight hour law, 
and the employes' liability act and citi- 
zenship for Porto Ricans. 


The charge is made that the legisla- 


tive assembly dominated by the union- 
ist party has committed itself against 
the enactment of labor laws to better 
tho conditions of workingmen in that 
island while capital Is afforded every 
opportunity to utilize its forces 
and 


encroaching power to the detriment of 
the laboring classes.

Nov. 27.—In fulfilment of 
their announced Intention of compell- 
ing strikers and their families to leav« 
the dwellings owned by them, the com- 
pany officials of the Ludlow Mfg. As-

early this forenoon and the occupants 
ordered to-seek shelter elsewhere. The 
strikers who left the company's jutu 
and hempt products mills late In Sep- 
tember as a protest against a new sys- 
tem of work which they claimed meant 


. lower wages for them announced today 


that they Intended to appeal 
to 
tho 


town officials to provide habitations 
for the families turned out of the com- 
pany's buildings. The town authori- 
ties have not yet indicated how they 


will meet this appeal. 


There was no Interference -with the 


work of the officers in emptying the 
houses today but the strikers cvidert'y 
were In a sullen mood and the 
town 


authorities and company officials had 
made elaborate preparations to ruard 
against a possible disturbance. 
Three 


hundred men, Includl-- all the dcpul.r 
sheriffs of Hampden county, were sta- 
tioned about the mills today as guards. 


Of .the 2800 employes who went out 


on' strike, about six hundred have re- 
turned. Some portions of 
the plant 


are being operated but the greater part 
of it is shut down. The company will 
have a number of families ejected from 
Its houses each day until all arc re- 
moved. Practically all the

live In company dwellings but many 
have left town since the strike began.

FIGHT AGAINST TUBERCULOSIS. 


• The National Association for the Study and Prevention 
of 
Tuber- 


culosis warns th'e people of this country that they are allowing their health 
to be menaced by neglecting to get at least 70,000 more beds established 
for advanced cases of- consumption. 
Already the work of establishing 


"preventoriums" and sanitariums for the prevention and cure of this dis- 
ease is really astonishing, while the results are in every way gratifying. 
Although great progress has'been made within the last five or six years in 
the line of prevention and cure, still a great deal remains to be accom- 
plished. This fact will appear the more alarming when it is known that 
there are still thirty cases of consumption in the country for every hospital 
bed provided. 


What is needed is the aid of some multi-millionaire who is willing to 


devote a large portion of his wealth to the fight against this disease. The 
incipient cases can be cured by proper treatment, and for that reason they 
receive more attention than the incurable. 
But. it is the latter that are 


most dangerous to the communities in which they exist and, therefore, it is 
most important, that they should hr. provided for in isolated beds in hos- 
pitals or tuberculosis camps. The day has gone by when consumption wiU 
be regarded as utterly ihciinible. 
Thousands of 
incipient 
cases' have 


yielded to the usual treatment, while thousands of others supposed to lw 
incurable might be overcome by the right kind of care and treatment. 
If 


they cannot be cured the patients should be kept where they will not be 
likely to spread the disease through carelessness or ignorance. 


MOVE AGAINST NATURALIZATION 
OF ARMENIANS. 


The movement to prevent Syrians from becoming citizens of this coun- 


try is one that if successful may work great injustice to many other races, 
hailing'from Asia, such for example as Armenians, Asiatic Jews, Persians, 
Arabians, or in short all white natives of Asia who are 
not 
of 
direct 


European or American descent. 
Thousands of these nationalities have 


already become citizens, and "any decision barring others on an equal foot- 
ing from admission as citizens 
might 
also 
have 
the 
effect 
of dis- 


franchising them. 


The Armenians have brought a test ease which is being tried before the 


United States circuit court in Boston, and upon 
the 
outcome 
depends 


whether all these Asiatic nationalities, as well as the Chinese and Japanese, 
•will be denied the privileges of citizenship. 
Already the Armenians have 


taken the matter up and are making strong protests, as we believe they have 
a right to do, in the face of such a narrow interpretation of the law. 


In the city of Worcester, where the Armenians are numerous, a con- 


siderable amount has been subscribed to push the case in court to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. 


All this has been started by the department of labor and commerce at 


Washington in an endeavor to prevent Syrians from becoming citizens. 


Moorfield Storey, one of the leading constitutional 
lawyers 
in 
the 


United States, at the request of Judge Lowell, has prepared a brief for the 
court, sustaining the contention that Armenians are free white persons 
within the meaning of the law. 


It would be a national disgrace if 
the 
Armenians, 
a 
quiet 
and 


industrious people who have suffered untold cruelties at the hands of the 
Turks, should he denied the right to come here and take on the privileges 
and responsibilities of American citizenship. 


FEDERAL CONTROL OF THE TRUSTS. 


The Taft administration is following the "Roosevelt policies" to iho 


extent of proceeding against the bad trusts or those that restrict inter- 
state commerce. Strange to say, however, thus far all the trusts, the bad 
as well as the good, do business at the old stands. 
Even the Standard

product at the same or even a higher price, and in all probability will fiiui 
a means of overcoming the decision against it just ns 
it

the 


unprecedented line imposed with great eclat by a western judge. 


The present attorney general has laid down a policy on Roosevellirm 


lines in the following terms: 


"At the same time that the national 
government 
forges 
a 


weapon to destroy such abuses (the bad trusts) 
It must provide 


a substitute for those legitimate enterprises which are equally de- 
pendent for their existence upon the system so abused. 
It 
must 


therefore provide a means of ennhling cooperative enterprise 
to 


engage freely and openly In inter-state 
und 
foreign 
commerce 


without the Interferences by state action which fetter, confine and 
destroy the possibility of such free pursuit."

policy of federal control over all corporations doing an interstate business.

"preventoriums" and sanitariums for the prevention and cure of this dis- 
ease is really astonishing, while the-results are in every way gratifying. 
Although great progress lias been made within the last five or six years in 
the line of prevention and cure, still a great deal remains to be accom- 
plished. This fact will appear the more alarming when it is known that 
' there are still thirty cases of consumption in the country for every hospital 
bed provided. 


What is needed is the aid of some multi-millionaire who is willing to 


devote a large portion of his wealth to the fight against this disea.se. The 
incipient cases can be cured by proper treatment, and for that reason they 
receive more attention than the incurable. But it is the iatter that are 
most dangerous to the communities in which they exist and, therefore, it is 
most important that they- should be provided for in isolated beds in hos- 
pitals or tuberculosis cnmps. The day has gone by when consumption will 
be regarded as utterly incurable. 
Thousands of 
incipient 
cases 
have 


yielded to the usual treatment, while thousands of others supposed to b« 
incurable might be overcome by the right kind of care and treatment. 
If 


they cannot be cured the patients should be kept where they will not be 
likely to spread the disease through carelessness or ignorance. 


MOVE AGAINST NATURALIZATION 
OF ARMENIANS.

guards have been found necessary for.; 
the points. They are fastened to tho 
hatpin tips like buttons on rapiers. 
There are several kinds of knobs and 
sheaths that fit over the sharp pointed 
ends of tlu; pins and make them as 
harmless as a hornet robbed of its 
sting. 
There is no excitement, how- 


ever, in wearing hatpins fitted with 
safety sheaths. The new fad owes its 
attraction to its dangerous feature, and 
i£ all the pins had to be tipped with 
uninteresting appendages one might as 
well wear a set of clothespins in one's 
hat and have done with it. 


It is as hard to tell the new hatpins 


from the fancy hairpins as it was to 
distinguish the birds from the flowers 
in the very fascinating little nonsense 
book that bears this misleading title. 
The difference, of course, is noticeable 
when the pins are in the hands, for 
there is the usual hairpin attachment. 
These hairpins are stuck in the hair 
diadem fashion, without the slightest 
regard for similarity of design or ma- 
terial. 
Jet and amber, tortoise shell 


and crystal, beetle and bug designs are 
often included in one coiffure scheme, 
and the result—well, the least said 
about the decorative effect the better. 
But there is. not a shadow of doubt 
that from a pictorial viewpoint the 
veils, hatpins and hairpins of the sea- 
son are not going to hide their light 
under a bushel.

F oho wishes to secure a succession 


of delicate and fragrant flowers 
from Clirlslmastlde until Easter 
and after it Is not yet too late in 


the season to make the necessary be- 
ginning. 
All that is -essential Is to 


procure a quantity of bulbs from a re- 
liable, florist, treat them in tho simple 
fashion which'their successful culture 
demands and nature will do the rest. 


First, there is little use in trying to 


make a success of this charming fea- 
ture of window gardening unless the 
proper varieties of bulbs are selected, 
and especially unless they are of good 
quality. It pays to get the best, and 
even at that it is not a great expense. 
Only remember that the number of 
flowers and their quality depend al- i 
most entirely on the sort of bulbs 
planted. 


The preparation of these compact 


storehouses of abundant bloom is a 
simple matter and requires no florl- 
cultural knowledge or even previous 
experience. 
There are two ways of 


preparing the bulbs for winter flow- 
ering. First and perhaps most satis- 
factory is potting them In- soil which 
is more than half sand. For those who 
are not -vllling to become gardeners 
even to this extent there remains the 
alternative of using the water glasses 
provided- and gold for the purpose. 
With many bulbs the latter method is 
highly successful. 
' 


If any woman or girl doubts her abil- | 


Ity to become a winter flowering bulb | 
gardener let her purchase of a reliable I 
florist three or four healthy bulbs of ' 


tho Narcissus .orientalis, known- to 
everybody as tho pliinese sacred Illy. 
Place them In a shallow dish of almost 
any description—suitable glass dishes 
are to be found in the market—and nil 
iu around thorn and to within half an 
inch of the top of the dish with pebbles 
gathered from the brook or seashore or 
any other place where they may be 
found. All that remains to be done Is 
to pour in water until the dish is filled 
and to keep it so. Set the dish on a 
window sho.lf or table near the light 
and watch for the magic oj the unfold- 
ing. 
In an almost incredibly short 


time the flower stalks will mako their 
appearance, and within a few weeks 
the dish will be filled with roots and 
the tender green foliage will be sur- 
mounted by a wealth of exquisite blos- 
soms. 


Several other varieties of the narcis- 


sus are of almost equally easy culture. 
Among- them may be numbered the 
yollow daffodil, both single and double, 
which may be grown in any common 
garden soil without a chance of failure 
if the bulbs are healthy and of the 
right sort. Even earlier than these, in 
January, your rooms may be made 
fragrant with the delicate odor of the 
frecsia, a free, blooming bulbous plant 
which deserves all the popularity it has 
attained. 


If you do not wish to venture too ex- 


tensively, although there is actually 
little possibility of failure, why not 
confine your effort to the growing of 
the narcissus exclusively? 
It is a 


fiowe.r which may be had in almost un- 


limited variety, and many of its species 
lend-themselves-admirably to window 
culture. 
Tho large trumpet shaped 


vnri&ties. are especially satisfactory, 
notably Horsfeldii, Emperor and Em- 
press, Sir Watkin-and Barril. 
These 


may be purchased of any reliable deal- 
er us low as 25 or 30 cents a dozen. 


Hyacinth growing- is so simple and 


satisfactory that it is a wonder that It 
does not become a veritable craze. The 
single varieties are more attractive 
than the double flowers for home grow- 
ing, and for early blooms .thero Is no 
plant that surpasses the white Roman 
sort. Specially good white Dutch hy- 
acinths are Baroness van Tluiyll, La 
Grandesse and Alba suporbissima. The 
Roman hyacinth Will blossom within 
six weeks after it is brought home 
from the florist's. If potted tit inter- 
vals of ten days a succession of flowers 
may be obtained from before Christ- 
mas until lats in April. 


Crocuses and tulips make a lino dis- 


play indoors, especially If planted in a 
window box that fits .into the sill. The 
early Due van Thol varieties of tulip 
may be brought into bloom shortly 
after the holidays If planted now. 


In all bulb raising it is not necessary 


to make more than one planting. 
Let 


the boxes containing the planted bulbs 
be set in a cool, dry place In a dark 
cellar and bring them Into the light at 
different times to secure a succession 
of blooms. Even those flowered in wa- 
ter will do better if set away in a coo], 
dark corner until the roots are well 
started. -

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—Comrades oi 


Patrick Beacher, aged 30, of 324 East

den snapping under Beacher, and the 
rails closed together, .gripping his feet 
Tke a steel trap.

showed the train was coming.

tions and tried to reach their trapped 
companion, but when they were within 
1U feet of him the locomotive and eight 
passenger cars passed over the switch, 
lulling Beacher instantly.

cessful conclusion.
